SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording entitled Lesbian Teens Volume 1 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The video recording tends to promote and support the exploitation of young persons 
for sexual purposes. It does this by depicting females who present as young persons 
engaging in sexual activity. Although various devices are used to indicate that the 
participants are 17 years of age, the overall impression created by the publication is of 
their youth. For example, their physical appearance is youthful, they wear clothing 
such as cut-off shorts, oversize tee-shirts, and cotton lingerie, and they sometimes 
give the impression of being inexperienced at performing in front of a camera. By 
presenting the participants’ youthful characteristics for the sexual titillation of the 
viewer, the publication tends to advance the idea that young persons are legitimate 
subjects in adult sexual activity. 

The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) cannot be applied to this 
publication, as it contains material deemed to be objectionable under s3(2) of the 
Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993. Section 3(2) is a deeming 
provision that is inconsistent with and overrides the rights and freedoms laid out in the 
NZBR Act. 
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
